ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 17.—IBy 
Atiantic Cable.] Work was suspended 
in the whole industrial quarter along 
the Neva above the city today, because 
of the strike. The Neva quarter is 
where the Putiloff Iron Works, the 
Russo-American Rubber Works and 
other large establishments are situ- 
ated. They were not affected by to- 
day's strike. but meetings will be held 
tonight to determine whether the men 
will go out.
